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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  I 
herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1958, 

Whilst  more  detailed  information  and  details  are  given  in  the  body 
of  the  Report  there  are  several  facts  which  I  believe  should  be  noted, 

1,  A  decrease  in  the  population  of  the  Area  from  17,410  to  17,370, 

(40  persons  less) 

2,  A  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Coronary  Disease  from  25  to 
21  (19  in  1957) 

3,  A  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  diseases  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus  from  7  to  2  (l  in  1957) 

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year,  which 
is  possibly  due  to  the  immunisation  against  this  disease  carried  out  in 
the  area. 


The  two  cases  of  Food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year  actually 
originated  outside  the  Area  and  developed  when  the  affected  people  came 
to  reside  within  the  area.  The  absence  of  any  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning 
within  the  area  is  very  satisfactory,  and  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
constant  vigilance  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  work  in  this 
direction. 

In  keeping  with  the  general  picture  in  the  country  one  cause  of  death 
shows  an  increase  in  numbers  -  namely  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents. 
The  figure  for  the  area  for  1958  is  returned  as  4*  In  1936  and  1957  the 
number  given  in  this  category  were  respectively  nil. 

National  Assistance  Act.  1948  (Amended  1957)  As  in  the  two  preceding  years 
there  were  no  compulsory  removal  of  persons  under  this  act, 
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The  problem  of  old  people  living  on  their  own  and  perhaps  who  may  be 
in  need  of  care  and  attention  is  increasing.  Several  who  came  into  this 
category  during  the  year  195S  decided  voluntary  to  go  into  suitable 
accommodation, , but  there  are  some  who  still  refuse  to  go.  Each  year  that 
passes  renders  their  position  more  serious,  especially  in  view  of  the  number 
of  accidents  which  happen  in  homes. 

The  danger  of  inaction  must  be  weighed  very  carefully  and  in  many 
cases  it  is  far  harder  to  decide  not  to  act  than  to  act,  and  sometimes 
the  case  for  removal  develops  into  a  matter  of  urgency. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  The  Health  Visitors  and  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  help  and  co-operation  which  I  have  received  from 
them  during  the  past  year.

Deaths.  The  number  of  Deaths  (including  the  Inward  Transferable  Deaths)

(The  figure 
for  England  &  Wales  was  22.6) 

Notifiable  and  Infectious  Disease.  The  number  of  cases  of  Notifiable  and 
Infectious  Diseases  (including  cases  of  Food  Poisoning)  received  during 
tho  year  amounted  to  67.  The  figures  for  1957  totalled  379*  The  difference 
between  these  two  figures  being  mainly  due  to  the  outbreak  of  measles  which 
occurred  in  1957.  (295  cases  against  5  cases  in  1958)

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Eastern  Area  Supply  Scheme. 

The  extension  of  the  Eastern  Parishes  Water  Supply  scheme  intended  to 
serve  the  areas  known  as  Stone  Heath,  Sharpley  Heath,  Coton  Hayes,  Milwich 
and  Garshall  Green  has  now  been  abandoned  due  to  the  lack  of  support- from 
the  agricultural  users  and  the  heavy  financial  burden  which  the  Council  would 
have  to  shoulder. 

Sandon.  Burston  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

Main  laying  in  Sandon  was  commenced  on  the  15th  September,  1958  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  good  progress  had  been  made  through  the  village. 

Cocknago  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

The  Council  received  representations  from  the  Staffordshire  County 
Estate  for  a  supply  of  water  to  serve  the  County  Council  smallholdings 
at  Cocknage  which  at  the  present  time  have  an  inadequate  supply. 

Negotiations  are  now  taking  place  between  the  County  Council,  the  Staffs. 
Potteries  Water  Board  and  this  authority  and  it  is  anticipated  that  approval 
to  the  scheme  will  be  granted  early  in  the  new  year. 
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Dayhills  Water  Supply  Scheme. 


An  extension  scheme  from  the  Hilderstone  main  to  serve  properties 
off  the  Hilderstone  Road  and  Milwich  Road  to  a  point  adjacent  to  the 
Red  Lion  Inn  is  at  present  under  consideration  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government. 


SEWERAGE. 

Fulford  Parish. 

Meir  Heath  &  Stallington  Sewerage  Scheme  Stage  I. 

Work  in  connection  with  this  main  drainage  scheme  to  serve  properties 
in  Grindley  Lane,  Birkholme  Drive,  Golborn  Avenue,  Meir  Heath  was  com¬ 
menced  in  February.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  main  12”  outfall  sewer 
had  been  laid  together  with  sections  of  the  9"  and  6n  diameter  sewers  in 
Grindley  Lane  and  Birkholme  Drive  and  42  house  connections  made. 

Savorlev  Green  Scheme. 

A  scheme  to  drain  the  village  of  Saverley  Green  to  the  Blithe  Valley 
Trunk  sewer  at  Cresswell  was  surveyed,  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  for  formal  approval.  This  scheme 
was  approved  and  work  commenced  on  the  29th  December.

Approval  granted  in  1957  for  the  construction  of  a  sewage  disposal 
works  and  general  sewerage  in  the  village  of  Yarnfield  was  completed  in 
August. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Refuse  Collection  in  the  district  is  still  being  carried  out  by  three 
refuse  vehicles  despite  the  marked  increase  in  housing  development.  The 
Council  operate  four  tips,  three  being  in  regular  use,  one  being  kept  in 
reserve. 

The  Council  undertake  also  the  provision  and  cleansing  of  street 
litter  baskets  throughout  the  district. 

Night  Soil  Collection. 

The  Council  still  operate  two  night  soil  collection  vehicles  and  a 
third  for  cleansing  septic  tanks  and  small  sewage  disposal  installations.  '

As  stated  in  the  table  localised  cysticorcus  bovis 
was  found  in  2  beasts, and  after  c  ondemnation  of  the  affected  offals  the 
remainder  of  the  carcases  and  offals  were  consigned  to  cold  storage  at 
either  Stafford  or  Stoke-on-Trent,  This  shows  a  considerable  decrease 
on  the  figures  for  the  previous  few  years. 


In  the  majority  of  cases  of  part  condemnation  for  diseases  other  than 
tuberculosis,  the  organ  affected  was  the  liver,  either  wholly  or  in  part. 
In  cattle  195  livers  were  concerned,  in  sheep  and  lambs  172  and  in  pigs  17 
mainly  due  to  parasitic  conditions.

Four  butchers’  premises  are  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1933  for  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  sausage  and 
pressed  moat  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption  and  are  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  These  are  the  only  premises  registerable  under 
this  Section. 


Ice-Cream. 

During  the  year  3  shops  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice¬ 
cream,  making  a  total  of  47  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Ice-cream 
was  on  sale  at  33  of  these  promises  only. 


Samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  at  regular  intervals  during  the  ’’season" 
covering  the  six  months  from  April  to  September  and  submitted  for  bac¬ 
teriological  examination  with  the  following  results.

No  formal  action  has  been  necessary  in  the  enforcement  of  these  bye- 
Laws  but  attention  has  been  drawn  to  certain  irregularities,  which  have  been 
remedied. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955.

SALE  OF  MILK. 


Milk  Production. 

Milk  production  at  Dairy  Farms  is  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  through  officers  of  the  County  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee. 


Distribution  of  Milk. 

The  Council  is  the  Registration  Authority  for  dairymen  other  than 
Dairy  Farmers  (Distributors)  and  for  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms:  i.e. 
non-producer  retailers  and  their  premises.  31  dairymen  or  shopkeepers  have 
been  registered  as  Distributors  within  the  Stone  Rural  District  as  follows: 

Operating  from  premises  within  the  District. ... .15 

Operating  from  premises  outside  the  District. .. .16 
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The  Distributors  from  premises  in  the  Rural  District  either  operate 
from  farm  dairies  (shared  with  a  dairy  farmer)  which  are  registered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  or  since  they  obtain  their  milk  in 
bottles  unopened,  their  premises  are  not  registerable  as  dairies.  It  should 
be  noted  that  eight  of  these  distributors  are  shopkeepers  selling  sterilised 
milk  from  their  shops. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  some  dairy  farmers  retail  milk  in  the 
district  and  are  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Special  Designations • 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  type  of  licences  is, sued  to 
distributors  and  producer  retailers  authorising  the  use  of  Special  Desig¬ 
nations  in  respect  of  milk.  Producer  retailers  are  licensed  only  in  respect 
of  milk  not  produced  from  their  herd,  which  is  sold  retail  by  them  under  a 
special  designation. 

Dealers  licences  are  issued  to  distributors  and  producer  retailers 
operating  from  premises  within  the  District  and  supplementary  licences  to 
those  operating  from  other  areas  subject  to  their  holding  Dealer’s  licences 
from  the  appropriate  licensing  authority.

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Bacteriological  Failures*  The  number  of  failures  is  smaller  than  last  year 
although  a  slightly  larger  number  of  samples  have  been  taken*  The  raw  milk 
failures  are  investigated  by  the  Milk  Regulations  Department  of  the  County 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee  and  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  failures 
by  the  Authorities  in  whose  area  the  milks  are  processed. 

With  regard  to  the  one  positive  case  referred  to  in  the  takle,  the  sample 
was  taken  from  farm  premises  and  the  farmer  concerned  was  retailing  a  certain 
quantity  of  milk.  A  notice  was  therefore  served  upon  him  under  Regulation  20 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949/  prohibiting  the  sale  of  milk  with¬ 
out  prior  heat  treatment. 

In  addition,  seven  samples  taken  from  farms  by  the  County  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  were  found  to  be  positive  to  biological  tests  for  tuberculosis,  but  in 
each  case  there  was  no  retail  trade,  all  milk  being  sent  for  processing,  and 
no  action  was  therefore  necessary. 

SHOPS .ACT  1950. 

There  are  172  shops  carrying  on  trade  in  the  area,  and  during  the  year 
212  inspections  have  been  made.  Informal  requests  have  been  made  for 
notices  indicating  opening  times  and  in  all  cases  these  have  been  provided. 

With  the  exception  of  powers  to  make  orders  suspending  or  altering 
general  closing  hours,  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  have  delegated 
by  agreement  all  their  powers  under  the  Act.
